Chinese hackers allegedly broke into U.S. weather systems in 
September, The Washington Post reported. 

Federal cybersecurity forces had to seal off sensitive data on disaster 
planning and more in response to the hack, officials told the Post. The 
report indicated that officials did not acknowledge the attack until 
October, when the National Oceanic and Atmospheric Administration 
said it was undergoing "unscheduled maintenance."

"NOAA staff detected the attacks and incident response began 
immediately. Unscheduled maintenance was performed by NOAA to 
mitigate the attacks," the agency said in a statement to CNBC. "The 
unscheduled maintenance impacts were temporary and all services 
have been fully restored. These effects did not prevent us from 
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delivering forecasts to the public."
